Med Concessions 
Allow Completion 
Of Treaty Debate 

NEW YORK Dec. 6 (/P)— After more than a year of 
conferences Bhirpcned by many bitter dispulca between 
KUBaia and the western powers, the council of forciitn min- 
isters today counted the European satellite peace treaties 
virtually completed, due mainly to sweepinK last-mlnuto 
concessions by Soviet Foreign Minister V, M. Molotov. 

Si amcement on outstandinn Issues was not reached, 
however until Secretary of Slate James F. Byrnes had 
reSntly accepted a propoial that Italy pay a total of 
SMOOOO.OOO in reparations— $35,000,000 mora than the 
Pnris peace conference had recommended.

Payment for 
Beet Growers 
At $1,700,000 

Checks amounting to about tl.- 
000.000 went out Tliursday to sugar 
beet growers In the Twin Foils Inc- 
tory district. Harry A. Qcock, dU- 
trlct' manager ot the Amalgamated 
Sugar company, announced Friday. 
Ho said that another $700,000 hi 
checks went to growers In tho Bur- 
ley and Rupert districts. 

The checks covered all bceLi de- 
livered from Nov. 1 to Nor. 15. El- 
cock said tliat about 30,000 tons 
more ot beets would tie Included In 
payments about Dec, 15. 

"This year's crop la the largest 
ever grown In the Twin Falls dis- 
trict." Elcock said. "Burley and Ru- 
pert have their third largest," 

He expected processing to bo e 
pleted by Feb. 1, dependhig upon 
settlement of the coal strike. The 
three factories hove only coal 
enough to lost until the end ot the 
year.

It 
also vaa one ot the tew times a 
President o«r hos personally pre- 
sented to an enlisted man a combat 
decoration ot lesser rank than the 
coveted medal ot honor.

■he allegedly Implicated a former 
brother-in-law In the crime, and 
that ahe went to Vale In an attempt 
to secure Alvhi L. WUUami' releosa 
by allegedlr aisertlng that WlUlams 
wai with her or two witnesses ot 
time ot the (laying Oct. 14.

U.S. Asks Russians 
To Back Atom Plans 

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Dec. 6 (/P)— The United States 
^^•■■■■"■ i made a direct appeal to Ru5sla last night for support of the 
JEK^" [American plan_ to control' the atomic bomb and urged that 
" >phe United Nationn Btomie energy commiBsion approve tho 
"plan before tho end of the year. 

Bernard M. Baruch, taking speedy advantage of a change 
in tho Soviet attitude as set forth earlier this week by 
Russian Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov, looked straight at 
Soviet Delegate Andrei A. Gromyko in last night's com- 
mission session and declared: 

"We seek especially the partici- 
pation of the Soviet union. We wel- 
come the recent ouUiorltotlve state- 
ments ot Its highest represenlntlve.i. 
Prom these, we arc Juslllled In con- 
cluding that It no longer regards tho 
original American proposals unac- 
ceptable. OS a whole or In their scp- 
amtc ports, as Its member ot this 
body stated at an earlier meeting. 

Gromyko's only Immediate com- 
ment was that the commla.ilon 
needed time to study the proposal. 

Baruch made lb clear the United 
States would accept nothing less 
than agreement on lis own plan. 

"We welcome cooperation but we 
stand upon our basic principles even 
It we stand alone." he said. "We 
aim at an effective plan of control 
and will not accept anything less." 

Baruch, United States delegate to 
the commission since Its Inception, 
also agreed with numerous dele- 
gates who have stressed In arms 
reduction debates before the U. N. 
political committee that If nations 
con control the otomlo bomb they 
can go on from there to control 
other Iruitnimcnts of moss destruc- 
tion. 

He formolly ottered a resolution 
embodying tho aome Ideas as orig- 
inally set forth In his plan last Juno 
and called upon the commission to 
adopt and ■send 16 to the security 
council by Jan. 1. 



Coal Supply 
At Hospital 
Now 35 Tons 

County Auditor Cluirles A. Bulles, 
along with every other county audi- 
tor, received a directive wire on ttie 
coal crLils from the governor Tliurs- 
dny afternoon reading as lollowa: 

"All coal being raUoned by solid 
fuels administrator. Counties In 
southern pert ot state wire requests 
direct to P, K. Famswortli. solid 
fuels administrator. 334 Tederal 
building. Salt Lake City. Requests 
should be tor specific use." 

After tlie telegram came In. Bulles 
qulzred Dr. J. II. Murphy, Twin 
Falls county general hospital auper- 
Intendent, on how long the hospital 
con run on present supplies of coal. 
Dr. Murphy declared that tho Insti- 
tution hos at)out 35 tons ot coal on 
hand, will need more soon It a cold 
snap comes. 

He Indicated that the hosplUl 
bums less than a ton a day In 
mild «.-eather, consumes two tons 
cold dafs. 

The cotu-thouic has enough coal 
for "six or seven days." according 
to W. C. Brown, cuilodlan. Bulles 
said that he doubted that the court- 
house could quality to receive coal 
under authority ot the solid fuels 
administrator. He pointed out that 
coal sufficient to heat the Jail would 
have to be obtained, but that most 
of the offices might have to cloee 
with the exhousUon ot the present 
cool supply. 



Blackf oot Sugar 
Plant to Close 

IDAHO PALLS, Dec. 0 WT— Plrat 
major casualty In the upper Snake 
river valley ot the effects ot the 
national coal strike Is the Blackf oot 
sugar factory ot the Utah-Idaho 
Sugar company, which will close this 
week. Paul Scalley, Idaho manager 
ot the company, announced today. 

"Inability to obtain coal In suf- 
ficient amounts wilt necessitate 
closing ot the Blackfoot plant.' the 
official said. Two weeks operation 
ot the factory without any coal shlp- 
menta has exhausted the normal 
supply. The Blackfoot plant uses 
ISO tons of coal dally." 

The closing will throw about 160 
men out of work. 



Uneasy Peace 
Spreads Over 
Oakland Ai-ea 

Oakland, Caiit., Dec. s oin— 

An uneasy peace settled over the 
Oftklond -mcCropoUton area today 
In the wake ot tho H-hour APL 
moss strike, ond some lobor sources 
predicted that imrest might break 
out ogoln. 

Tot the 1,000,000 cast bay rcsl^ 
dents who felt the paralysis ot the 
blanket walkouts tor two ond a holt 
days. oU was normal. TTolns, buses 
ond elevators were operating, stores 
and restaurants were open, con- 
struction work resumed and news' 
papers appeared on the stands. 

But business and labor leaders, 
taking stock of the surprise "settle- 
ment" ettecUd between City Man- 
ager John P. Hossler and the unions 
yesterday morning, ccniessed they 
were contused at the terms— or at 
the lack ot specific terms. 

AFL chiefs claimed Hassler prom' 
Lied that Oakland poUco no longer 
would escort strikebreakers as they 
did Sunday at Kahn's and Has- 
Ungs' department stores — the acUon 
which led to the mass strike's start 
on Tuesday. 

Out members ot the Retail Mer- 
chants association said Uie city 
manoger had told them he made no 
such promise. They said he guaran- 
teed only that city laws would be 
enforced. 

Hauler mode no comment on 
these conflicting reports.

with one member declarini; privately: "There will be no turnin;; back in this fight."

40 Miners Go 
Back to Work 
In Coal Pits 

DURANOO, Colo., tfec. 0 aj.R) — 
Santa Claus Is more Important than 
John L. Lewis to this town's United 
Mine Workers who returned to work 
today In open defiance of their 
union chief. 

"Christmas la coming on and we re 
broke." they told onlookers aa they 
trudged back to six reopened pits. 

All V) of the town's sUlkera were 
back at work. It represented the 
first break In the lO-day naUonwIde 
coal strike, but was no IndlcaUon 
that any ot Colorado's 0,000 other 
strikers would stop their walkout. 
Throughout the nation some 400,000 
membeni of the ATL UnlUd Mine 
Workers are strike. 

Frank Mortlne*, local president 
of tbtlhiransa union. -aaid ills mem- 
bers Just didn't .care Vhat miners 
In other towns thought about It. 

"Nobody- told us to stop or I 
start worttlng," he said. "We decided 
we weren't getUng anywhere sr — 
went back to work. 

'All tho men aro Just about 
broke." he said. 

In Denver. UMW regional leaders 
refused to discuss tho back-to-work 
movement at Durongo, 

Railroad otflclnls here estimated 
that about seven boxcars of coal 
had been moved from the otx re- 
opened pita and one mine operator 
snld lull scale opcratlona would be- 
gin t^uclng 30O combined tons 
dally within a short time. 

Some miners here believed the 
regional ottlco might take steps now 
to strengthen the union here. 



Workers Paid 
$322,422 for 
Farm Labors 

Seuon^ end tallies on money pntd 
to Menleana and prisoners of wor 
by the Twin Palls county farm labor 
sponsoring association show that 
(333,433 was paid to both classes 
ot labor between beet-thlnnlng time 
last spring and the end ot Novem^ 
her, IWO. 

During their horvest vocation, 
students at the county's Independent 
schools ot Duhl. nier. Hansen, Cas- 
Ueford. Twin Polls and HolUster— 
Khnberly and Muruugh have not 
yet reported— earned approximately 
1137,411, O. J. Dcllwood. county labor 
assistant, said. 

Breakdown ot sponsoring associa- 
tion figures shows that In the spring, 
tho county had 371 Mexicans and 
503 prisoners working In the fields 
at the peak ot the season. 

After the usual mld-summtr slock 
jeoson. form laljorcrs from Mexico 
itoitcd pourlns Into the county, 
though the PWa left ta June, 
brought lalwr camp conthigcnts to 
400 during the thickest part ot the 
beet and poUto harvesU. 

Compared to hist years member- 
ship ot 031 farmers, the labor spon- 
soring assodaUoa listed 730 thU
